IS THERE DISCRIMINATION 
IN CANADA?

Prejudice is the preconceived 
opinion or attitude formed with¬ 
out due consideration of the 
facts. Discrimination is the action 
that, stems from prejudice. It is 
the unequal and unfavorable 
treatment, either by denying 
rights or social advantages to a 
particular social category. 

In Canada, the Indians are be¬ 
ing discriminated against. They 
are denied some of the privileges 
of the white men. The whites 
can get a job anywhere, but not 
the Indians. They have to live 
on welfare, or on the reserva¬ 
tion where the government gives 
them enough to buy food and a 
little clothing. The Indians don't 
have nice, big houses, a good 
car, or a television. They can't 


afford it with what they earn. 

We put them into a group or 
stereotype, instead of treating 
them as individuals. We acquired 
this prejudice and discriminatory 
action from our parents, teachers, 
employers, and the American way 
of thinking. The parents and 
teachers influence the children's 
lives greatly. It would not be 
hard to put into a child's mind 
the idea that Indians are "no 
good" and to stay away from 
them. The employers are afraid 
to lose their customers if there 
is an Indian on the staff. Some 
people tend to think of him the 
way the Americans think of 
Negroes. 

We must stop this discrimina¬ 
tion by having conferences with 
the Indians and sending them to 
.seminars. Some have the poten¬ 
tial to become doctors or lawyers 
if given the chance. They should 


THE BUGLE 
ESSAY CONTEST 

Separate topics were allocated 
to the Grade 8 and 9 students 
this month. That for the Grade

The topic for the 
Garde 8 group required organized 
research and a well-expressed lo¬ 
gical opinion, augmented, per¬ 
haps, by the citing of past or 
current strikes in Canada and 
their effect on society, and, of 
course, their valid use as a wea¬ 
pon of last resort to receive rea¬ 
sonably better general conditions 
of employment. Sandy Beck gave 
a balanced answer to the question 
on Tr^de Unions. It was realized 
that this was, perhaps, a very 
demanding essay topic for Grade 
8s this early in the year, but op¬ 
portunity had been given for re¬ 
search and for students to pre¬ 
pare themselves. All Grade 8s 
wrote this as a Language assign¬ 
ment. Topic for both grades on 
a voluntary basis, for the Decem¬ 
ber issue is: "Should Canada 
Become a Republic?" Deadline is 
November 1 6.

Most drop out of school 
early because they have been dis¬ 
couraged in early grades. Why 
should he try? The teachers will 
fail him, anyway. 

The government could help by 
giving them good jobs and by 
helping the Indians build better 
homes.

Already Par¬ 
liament has let the Indians have 
the vote in Federal and Provin¬ 
cial elections.

STRIKES — GOOD OR BAD?

A strike is the final alternative 
in a labour-management dispute. 
There is much to be said in favor 
of strikes, and much to be said 
against them. Let us look first at 
the benefits derived from strikes. 
In a case where it is felt that 
management is taking advantage 
of the workers, a strike will, in 
most cases, force management to 
give in to the demands of the 
workers. These demands are 
usually for higher wages, shorter 
hours, better working conditions, 
and fringe benefits. It is some¬ 
times felt strikes for higher 
wages are the cause of much of 
our economic problems because 
the money the workers receive 
is recovered by the company 
through increased prices of the 
product they sell. This is an ar¬ 
gument against strikes. 

On the other hand, there have 


been cases where management 
has taken advantage of the 
workers and have not been fair 
to them. If the workers did not 
have the right to strike, then 
they would be forced to continue 
working for lower wages, and 
poor conditions. 

Organizations called "Labor 
Unions", are responsible to see 
that the workers are being treat¬ 
ed fairly. If they think the 
workers are not being treated 
fairly, they ask them to vote as 
to whether or not a strike will be 
called. 

Another argument against a 
strike is that the workers lose 
pay when they are out on strike 
because the unions can only pay 
them a small amount of money. 

Much is to be said for strikes 
and much is to be said against 
them. Perhaps, in the future, the 
perfect settlement will be found, 
but, until then, it would appear 
that workers have to insure fair 
wages and working conditions.

War memories fade, including 
most of the bad ones. 

Canada remembers two global 
wars Nov. 1 1 and something like 
100,000 who fell in them. That's 
a loti of first-class people for 
such a young country to lose. 

It is said that Canada came 
of age on the battlefield in the 
first world war. She committed 
more than 600,000 people to 
fight the war to end all wars. 
More than 60,000 of them never 
returned. Most Canadians fought 
in the carnage of the trenches in 
France or overhead in flimsy 
aeroplanes. A third of Britain's 
fighter pilots were Canadians, in. 
eluding leading aces like Billy 
Bishop (72 kills) and Raymond 
Collishaw (60). 

We had plenty of heroes, 70 
of them winning the Victoria 
Cross. But that was going 50 
years ago... 

In 1939 it all began again. 
We put more than a million men 
and women into uniform; became 
an industrialized country through 
war manufacture. We had our 
triumphs in the air, on the 
Atlantic, in Italy and Europe. 
We had our tragedies, like 
Dieppe. Our fatal casualties 
weren't as great as in the first 
world war because the battle¬ 


field wasn't big enough anymore. 
War clutched civilian populations 
in its bloody arms, even tried to 
exterminate a race of peoples, 
killing six million of them before 
we could stop it happening. 

But net in Canada. And this 
was 22 years or more ago... 

Canada the peacekeeper re¬ 
members. We have taken part in 
every military mission that has 
come along since 1948, trying 
to nip wars in the bud, exert 
our good offices through the 
United Nations, through alliances, 
to keep them from spreading, 
trying to restore good order and 
safety of peoples, no matter how 
far away. 

On Nov. 1 1 we remember two 
world wars when no one seemed 
able to act soon enough to pre¬ 
vent them, or stop them when 
they got going. Try to tell your 
children, your nephews and neices 
a bit about your dad, your uncle, 
your older brother who had to 
enter those bloody conflicts. Re¬ 
member the dead on the battle¬ 
fields, the "delayed action" vets 
who have died afterwards as a 
result of war and those who must 
live their disabled lives in ve¬ 
terans hospitals throughout Can¬ 
ada. 

For, you see, our youngsters 
have to learn to remember too. 


Teach Storks To Fly 


Teach Storks to Fly? 

Airmen Give It a Try 

DIYARBAKIR, Turkey — 
(NNS) — Airmen at the U.S. 
Air Force's satellite detection 
and tracking station here have 
taken on a task that is not in the 
book — teaching storks how to 
fly! 

The crew at the site has a lot 
of time, effort and hard cash 
rolled into the raising of a brace 
of the gangly birds. 

It seems that every year visit¬ 
ing storks build a nest atop a 
light pole at the site, one of the 
sensor stations in the network 
feeding information on satellites 
to the North American Air De¬ 
fense Command's Space Defense 
Center. 

This year, the airmen took on 
a weighty foster-parent role when 
the mother stork died and the 
father flew the coop. Little hope 
was held out at first for survival 
of the off-spring. How could they 
be fed and watered in their nest 
atop a 15-foot pole? 

The famed and keen ingenuity 
of the American serviceman paid 
off again. Before long, raw ham¬ 
burger balls were being tossed 
to the nest from an elevated 


forklift; running water was piped 
to the lofty perch, and the or¬ 
phans began enjoying the wel¬ 
fare state. 

The fledglings shanced one 
wobbly flight on their own — 
from nest to shaky landing oh 
earth. Since then they have been 
content as ground pounders, 
strolling along in the company 
of their caretakers. 

The airmen have about $100 
invested in the care and feeding 
of the birds, including shampoo¬ 
ing stained feathers. 

Now the annual winter migra¬ 
tory flight of storks to Africa is 
coming up, and therein lies a 
problem because the pair here 
has not developed the flying 
instinct. 

As a solution, several pilots 
and navigators at the site volun¬ 
teered their services as flight in¬ 
structors. A ramp was rigged up, 
and the storks ordered to walk 
the plank. 

Initial attempts were failures 
as the students forgot a basic 
rule of flight — extend your 
wings. Perseverance paid off, 
however, and the birds can now 
be airborne for distance of more 
than 10 feet.

The Grumman SA-16B Albat¬ 
ross is used mainly for search and 
rescue operations and mercy 
flights over coastal waters, the 
Arctic archipelago and the main¬ 
land. The amphibian can stay 
airborne for 15 hours while cruis¬ 
ing at 150 mph and can carry up 
to 14 people.

GOD BLESS 'EM 

CORNWALLIS. N.S. (CFP) — 
Canada's centennial year and the 
25lh silver anniversary of the 
Ex-Wren Association is a nostal¬ 
gic yet proud year for wrens. 

June 23, 1967, Conestoga 

XXXVI, the largest class of 
wrens to be trained since the 
second world war passed through 
the gates of CFB Cornwallis, near 
Digby, N.S., to serve in Canadian 
forces establishments across Can¬ 
ada. 

During the week of Aug. 15, 
the Ex-Wren Association cele¬ 
brated its 25th anniversary in 
Hamilton, Ont., with upwards of 
500 wrens attending from such 
far-off places as Hong Kong. 

The wrens have a proud his¬ 
tory. During the second world 
war, the Women's Royal Canad¬ 
ian Naval Service was formed 
under the guidance of the 
British "wrens". Approximately 
7,000 women were enrolled and 
trained at HMCS Conestoga, Galt, 
Ont. After completion of train¬ 
ing in their branch, they served 
in shore radio stations, visual 
signal towers, operations rooms, 
hospitals, and offices on the east 
and west coast and overseas 
wherever there was a job that 
could be done by women to re¬ 
lease men for sea duty. The war 
ende,d the WRCNS was disband¬ 
ed ins 1946. 

In 1951, during the Korean 
war, the need for a small 
women's naval force was again 
realized and a limited number of 
wrens were enrolled in the navy. 

Since then, 36 classes of 
wrens have been trained in CFB 
Cornwallis to provide the Cana¬ 
dian forces with a small, highly- 
trained nucleus of women whose 
numbers could be expended rap¬ 
idly in the event of an emerg¬ 
ency. 

As of July, wrens and air¬ 
women training has been com¬ 
bined under a composite staff at 
Cornwallis. They continue to be 
trained where necessary in their 
respective services but both the 
combined courses and staff have 
developed cooperation, spirit and 
teamwork towards a common 
goal — training side by side in 
the spirit of the Cornwallis motto: 
"learn to serve".

Department of National Defence 

A new salute has been in¬ 
troduced at selected' basic train¬ 
ing establishments of the Canad¬ 
ian Armed Forces on a six-month 
trial basis. 

The salute is given with the 
upper arm horizontal, the fore¬ 
arm and hand at a 45 degree 
angle from the elbow and the 
palm facing downward, similar 
to the Navy salute. 

The salute is the major change 
in a new drill manual now under 
evaluation. The trials began Sept. 
1 , but no decision on its perm¬ 
anent adoption will be taken un¬ 
til early next, year. 

Evaluating the new salute are 
trainees at recruit training 
centres, basic trade schools, and 
basic officer training schools.

CANADA

Responsibility for operation of 
the Lahr air base, Germany, was 
taken over from the French by 
Canada's 1 Air Division on 7 
September. Ceremonies to mark 
the handover of the airfield and 
the Menard Barracks HQ are 
scheduled for 6 October when 
the RCAF will begin operating 
the complex as a Canadian NA¬ 
TO base. 

Headquarters and units for¬ 
merly stationed at Mtez and 
Marville in France have been 
working at Lahr along with the 
French air force since 31 March 
when NATO units left France. 
Since then servicemen's families 
have been moving into Lahr. and 
with an eventual. RCAF strength 
of about 1,800 it is estimated 
1,450 families totalling 4,500 
dependents wil need accommoda¬ 
tion. Approximately 1,100 fam¬ 
ilies will occupy quarters vacated 
by the French, with the re¬ 
mainder renting homes from the 
Germans. 

Stationed at Lahr is 1 Air 
Division HQ, together with No. 
1 Fighter Wing and air move¬ 
ments and communications units. 
Completing the division are 3 
Fighter Wing, Zweibrucken, Ger¬ 
many, 70 miles away, and 4 
Fighter Wing, Baden-Solingen, 
Germany. 35 miles away.

Esquimalt., B.C. — (Oct. 3) •—- 
Past and present personnel of the 
Royal Canadian Navy will be in¬ 
terested in a just-published book 
entitled: "HMCS Naden, 1922-

PORTSMOUTH, England. Oct. 
17 — When the fleet replenish¬ 
ment ship, HMCS Provider sailed 
from Halifax on Oct. 2, for a 
month of operations in the Ber¬ 
muda area and Eastern Atlantic, 
included in the ship's company 
were seven members of the Royal 
Canadian Sea Cadets. 

Selected from corps situated 
in eastern Canada, sea cadets 
ranging in age from 16 to 19, 
‘had less than four days follow¬ 
ing notification, to get approval 
from parents and teachers, pack 
their uniforms and kit and report 
to the Provider at Halifax. 

As Provider slipped out of 
Halifax Harbour on that sunny 
Monday morning, accompanied 
by three destroyers of the Third 
Canadian Escort Squadron, each 
cadet, although excited by the 
prospect of service at sea, was 
apprehensive as to whether he 
would be accepted into the team 
which makes up the ship's com¬ 
pany. 

For Cadet Petty Officer Arthur 
Wilson, 19, of Oshawa, Ont., one 
of the outstanding cadets from 
RCSCC Drake ,going to sea 
was no novelty. This summer he 
was one of a group of sea cadets 
to sail in the aircraft carrier USS 
Lexington for a month as part 
of an exchange program with 
American sea cadets. He had 
also spent a week in the de¬ 
stroyer escort HMCS Kootenay 
on the Great Lakes. Arthur en¬ 
joys life in the mess decks and 
is seriously considering enrolling 
in the RCN when he finishes 
grade 12 next June. 

Cadet Petty Officer Garry 
James, of Cooksville, Ont. plans 
to enter Centennial University 
at Brampton, Ont.. when he 
finishes grade 12 next year. He 
has also become a valuable mem¬ 
ber of the ship's company work¬ 
ing on the cable deck. It was 
from there that he was able to 
observe Provider's simultaneous 
replenishment of the destroyer 
escort HMCS Restigouche and 
helicopter destroyer HMCS 
Skeena with fuel and supplies. 

Refueling the helicopter em¬ 
barked on the helicopter de¬ 
stroyer HMCS Annapolis made a 


great impression on the youngest 
cadet in the group, Clyde 
MacDonald, a grade 10 student 
from Sydney, Nova Scotia. Clyde 
never imagined when he saw 
Provider in Sydney harbour in. 
September, that he should soon 
be sailing in her. 

A fellow Cape Bretoner is 
Cadet Petty Officer Gary Wilkin 
son, a 17 year old grade 9 
student, from Glace Bay. Until 
this cruise, Sydney has been 
about the farthest Gary had been 
from home. Gary has many re¬ 
latives in England and in parti¬ 
cular hopes to visit a cousin who 
is in the Royal Navy Station at 
Portsmouth. 

Like most of the cadets, 17 
year old Cadet. Petty Officer 
Bernard Harris, felt a bit queasy 
when Provider was ploughing 
through rough seas between 
Bermuda and the Azores, but for 
this hearty youth from Hantsport, 
N.S., it was all part of the won¬ 
derful experience of being at sea. 
According to a senior Boatswain. 
Harris has the makings of a fine 
helmsman, but Bernard intends 
to complete his schooling before 
deciding on a career. 

Cadet Petty Officer Bernard 
Cornell and Leading Cadet 
Patrick Vuillemin, both 18 years 
old, are from Montreal's RCSCC 
Victory. Both are in second year 
drafting and engineering at Sir 
George Williams University. 

For the first 10 days all 
cadets stood sea watches and 
worked along side regular sailors 
so that they could quickly be¬ 
come accustomed to the work of 
the Navy. Now things are more 
relaxing and after a morning of 
v/ork, they save two periods of 
self study, one in the afternoon 
and one in the evening in order 
to keep up with school and 
university work. 

While in Portsmouth the 
cadets will have an opportunity 
to journey to London on a 48- 
hour leave.

OTTAWA (CFP) — Prelimi¬ 
nary steps towards a new uniform 
for all women of the forces have 
been taken. 

A small group at forces head¬ 
quarters, including several ser¬ 
vicemen, have mulled over 
sketches produced by Canadian 
couturiers and the industry is 
currently making up several pro¬ 
totype styles for further conside¬ 
ration. 

Goodbye Granny Boots 

It is expected that the end 
product will be less "mannish" 
than in uniforms to date. So far, 
a shirt and tie are "out". Cana¬ 
dian Forces Press reports (with 
regret) that the mini-skirt is out, 
too. Designers are prepared only 
to say that the hem will be 
somewhere around knee, since a 
uniform is not considered to be 
suited to the "style of the 
moment" anyway. 

The prime cloth under con¬ 
sideration is that currently under¬ 
going user trials for men, but is 
not the only cloth being examin¬ 
ed. 

Sooner Than Later 

Right now, there's a good 
chance a uniform will be ready 
for a trial period by 20 or 25 
servicewomen early in 1968. 
There is also a good chance that 
all servicewomen -— there are 
approximately 2,000 — may 

have a new basic uniform during 
1969. 

Common to AM 

The planning at this stage is 
that a new uniform would be 
basically the same for all service- 
women — nursing sisters, radar 
plotters, food services — you 
name them, with rank and occu¬ 
pational markings more or less 
dovetailing in style with those 
for men.

Much emphasis is given today 
to written expression in the form 
of creative writing.

other directions. All of a sudden, 
the ship gave a violent lurch and 
an earsplitting noise was heard. 
The whole mast, sail and all came 
down. The captain jumped out 
of the way and wittnesed the 
crushing of seven men, half of 
his crew. "We hit rocks!" The 
terrified cry came from the se¬ 
cond mate's mouth. He and the 
rest of the crew, not including 
the captain, jumped overboard 
and were drowned. The captain 
got into one of the lifeboats, took 
his knife and cut the rope, man¬ 
ned the oars and 'took off' for 
the island. He was none too soon, 
for the minute he reached the 
island, he heard a terrific crack, 
followed by a hollow roar, and 
turned just in time to see the 
ship break in half. He stood for 
a minute, too shocked to move. 

Meanwhile, a couple of hun¬ 
dred miles away in the maproom, 
news of the disaster had reached 
and orders were being sent to the 
airforce telling them to send a 
rescue helicopter 220 miles east 
of Canada to pick up any sur¬ 
vivors of the ship Cannymade. 
2 hours later the rescue heli¬ 
copter was approaching the ship¬ 
wreck spot. 

The captain had been pacing 
the island, feeling distressed and 
unhappy. Suddenly he heard the 
whir of the helicopter blades and 
looked up just in time to see a 
ladder snaking down toward him. 
Quickly he mounted it, climbed 
up and together he and the pilot 
headed back toward the base.

Put the bacon fat, onion, gar¬ 
lic, carrot, bay leaf and sage in 
a soup pot. Place over a moder¬ 
ate flame and saute until the 
onion turns yellow — not brown. 
Add the peas and bouillon cubes, 
1% quarts of boiling water. Add 
the ham bone and bring soup to 
a boil. Reduce flame and simmer 
slowly until the pears are very 
soft, from 1 V-i to 2 hours. While 
the soup is simmering, wash the 
mushrooms and cut them into Vi- 
inch cubes. Put! the mushrooms 


into letting you have one, by all 
means use it. Diced mushrooms 
and small ham croutons make 
this soup a meal in itself. Serve 
it from a big tureen. Pass crisp 
hard rolls and butter. 

1 % quarts of water 

6 chicken boulion cubes 

1 ham bone 

Vi teaspoon sugar 

2 tablespoons butter 

Vi lb. fresh mushrooms 

2 ounces sliced cooked ham 

2 dashes Tabasco sauce 

Salt, pepper 

and butter in a separate sauce¬ 
pan or pot. Cook, covered, stirr¬ 
ing frequently, until the mush¬ 
rooms are tender, and set aside. 
When the peas are tender, re¬ 
move the ham bone from the 
soup. Force the soup through a 
strainer or food mill. Cut the 
ham into '/i-inch squares and 
combine with the strained soup 
and mushrooms. Simmer 5 
minutes, then add sugar and 
Tabasco sauce, and salt and 
pepper to taste.

As an exercise tennis 
avoids the deadly routine of 
pushups and straining running 
while accomplishing the same 
end. As a participator sport, 
tennis has few equals. Man to 
man confrontation more speed 
than football, more continuity of 
action in one set than in any 
dozen baseball games, as much 
of more finess than required by 
golf, a sense of accomplishment 
that can make a rank beginner 
into passable club player in one 
season^ providing he puts forward 
the effort. And finally an oppor¬ 
tunity to learn a fine sport that 
can be played anywhere, at any 
time (at least in summer) and 
at any age. 

The club has two courts. The 
balls are provided free of charge 
to paying members who join. 
Tennis racquets are available. 
The playing times are normally 
Tuesday and Thursday nights, 
Saturday afternoons and Sunday 
evenings. Trained instructors are 
available to those who wish or 
need their services. Of further 
benefit and probably the biggest 
value to the Base will be the 
Saturday afternoon tennis clinic 
and school for dependant child¬ 
ren ages 8 to 18 who want to 
learn the game. 

It is difficult to imagine a 
more enticing proposition. Ten- 
nes is fun, good for you and at 
CFB Edmonton it is free.
